This is responsive to the Office Action of January 9, 2009, the time for responding thereto 
being extended for one month in accordance with a petition for extension submitted concurrently 
herewith. 

Referring to page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner has required restriction among (I) 
claims 1-4, 6 and 9-11, (II) claim 5, and (III) claims 7 and 8. Applicants hereby elect the subject 
matter of Group I, i.e. claims 1-4, 6 and 9-11. 

Referring to page 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner has required an election of a 
single species (compound), in response to which Applicants elect the compound of Example 1 on 
page 16 of the specification, namely:

4, 6 and 9-11 read on the elected species. 

Applicants emphasize that the foregoing elections are made while reserving their rights 
under 35 U.S.C. §121 to file a divisional application for the non-elected subject matter.
